HUNTING DOWN OUTLAWS. 


The Tragic Sequel to the Jail De- 
livery in Denver. 


Thiee Armed Desperadoes Deeoyed 
and Shot down in the Night—A 
Thrilling Story of Bloodshed 
from the Plains of 
Colorado. 


From the Chicago Times. 


DENVER, Aug. 9—The sequel to the 
om delivery here two weeks ago has just 
n written in the blood of Hall and 
Leighton, while Wilder lives, weak and 
-wounded, in the prison, from which he 
and them made their escape. The pur- 
suit was not so prompt but that the two 
had time to transform themselv.s into 
‘walking arsenals by boldly seizing such 
arms as came in their way, and wiihia 
twenty-four hours after leaving the jail 
ar had eighty two shots in their armory 
without reloading. With this terrible 
provision for defense, and a perfect fa- 
miliarity with the use of arms, combined 
with their well-known and well-earned 
reputation as desperate men, who had 
everything to gain and nothing to ose 
<i selling their lives as dearly as possi- 
ble, there was not much seduction in the 
$1,700 reward offered for their capture. 
The only inducement lay in the words 
‘“‘dead or alive,” used in connection with 
the reward, and it was well understood 
that at least two of them would never be 
taken alive. even if they were found 
brave enough to make the attempt. 

The pursuit was well organized, and 
continued till Friday last. The fugitives 
did not attempt to leave the country, 
but skulked in the heavy timber and 
rocky canons of the divide south of 
Denver, and never more than sixty or 
seventy miles from town. In spite of the 
sleepless vigilance of the sheriff’s posse, 
Hall and Wilder werein constant com- 
munication with their friends in the 
pineries, receiving provisions every night, 
and only waiting an opportunity to get 
horses before attempting to leave the 
country. Their hiding places were so 
numerous and secret that direct search 
for them was useless,* and it was at last 
resolved to draw them out by subterfuge. 
A ranchman who was in their copfi- 
dence, but not an ally, was deputed to 
offer them the chance of getting posses- 
sion of their horses by going at a certain 
hour of the night to a corral near Blakes- 
ley’s mill, on Cherry Creek. 


Leighton was suspicious, and de- 
clined to go. It is said that he 
had a premonition of evil, and on 
the way to the fatal spot he trembled 
with fear till the cold sweat stood in 
beads over his shaggy brows. Halli, 
however, was absolutely insensible to 
fear, and laughed at Leighton’s weak 
ness, telling him that they would soon be 
out of the country and beyond the reach 
of their pursuers—as indeed they were 
before the dawn of day. Wilder was 
serenely indifferent, sharing deither in 
Leighton’s fears nor Hall’s high hopes, 
but it was Wilder who insisted that the 
ranchman should accompany them to the 
corral., To} this demand the ¢{armer 
yielded with extreme reluctancé, but 
finally consented, meantime informing 
the detectives that he would ride infront 
of the desperadoes until they reached 
the lane leading to the corral, when he 
would turn his horse suddenly and leave 
them, taking the chances of their put- 
ting two or three bullets through him in 
his flight 


The programme was carried out suc- 
cessfully. The sheriff’s posse hid near 
the corral], and at about eleven o’clock 
the party approached. Their guide 
we at the entrance of the lane. 
Wilder stooda moment, but Hall and 
Leighton stepped forward, and he fol- 
lowed them. Suddenly the roar of six- 
teen guns broke uponthe silent night, 
and their fitful flashes lit up the darkness 
long enough to show Hall and Leighton 

rone upon the ground, and Wilder fly- 
ing over the prarie like a deer. A 
moment later Hall sprang to his feet and 
darted away intothe darkness, but his 

ursurers soon came upon him where he 
had stumbled and fallen, faint from pain 
and loss of blood, but bold and resolute 
as a lion at bay, Powerless with more 
effective weapons, he heaped curses and 
maledictions 0n his captors for hunting 
him down like a dog or wolf, and during 
the four or five hours through which he 
lingered before death put an end to his 
sufferings, no word of repentance or 
sign of softening escaped him. Leigh- 
ton washit harder, and died within the 
hour. He began to recount his crimes, 
but had only recounted the murder of 
his wife and three or four men when 
death sealed his lips, and the world may 
never know how great avillain then 
ended his career. 


The pursuit of Wilder was continued 
without success during the night, but the 
next day he surrendered and was brought 
in, badly wounded. The bodies of Hall 
and Leighton were bundled in their 
blankets, thrown into a wagon, and 
brought to Denver, where their arrival 
occasioned the wildest excitement. A 
horrible sight was revealed when the 
wagon, with its ghastly freight, drew up 
at the undertaker’s door, and the sheet 
was lifted from the black and distorted 
features of the dead. Both faces wore a 
scowl, and there was something devilish 
in the hard, murderous half smile that 
crossed the lines of revenge and hatred 
in Hall’s swarthy features. He was a 
powerful man, with a head and neck like 
an ox, and his coarse, curly, taagled hair 
hung low over a villainous forehead. 
Nor was Leighton a lovelier corpse, 
though his style was different. He was 
slight, and almost shapely in outline, 
with a sort of feline grace of person, but 
with the eyes and nose of a hawk—cold, 
cruel, bloody, relentless. It was not 
hard to believe that he bad left corpesin 
his track, and his seven gaping wounds 
might have stood for the number of mur- 
ders he had himself committed. 

Laighton, whose real name is Jerome 
Berry, was,born in Greencastle, Ind., 
and afterwards lived in Knoxville, IIL, 
where he was sent to Joliet for murder 
in 1859 or 1860. His sentence was for 
twenty-one years, but he escaped after 
about eighteen months confinement, and 
went intothe army. He killed a ,negro 
down south, and to escape the conse- 
quences deserted. In Iowa, afterwards, 
in a barroom fight, he killed two broth- 
ers named Johnson, and fled to Omaha. 
where he assumed the name he bore un- 
til death, From Omaha he came to 
Denver, where bas borne a tolerable rep- 
utation, though known to be a desperate 
and man when aroused to an- 
ger. His last victim was a friend and 

ellow musician named Anderson, and 
for this murder Berry expressed the deep. 
est regret before hisown death, assert- 
ing that he had no intention of killing 
him, but was forced todo so. The jury, 
however, did not view it in that light 
when they tried the case, having sentenc- 
ed him to the penitentiary for ten years.

The colored deputy and an assistant 
raised Henry, carrying him back to the 
balcony, and removed the black crape 
from his face. His brow was covered 
with perspiration, though he did not ap- 
pear frightened. He was alive and per- 
fectly conscious, and continued to mur- 
mur, ‘Jesus, save me!” There was a 
slight abrasion of bis neck, and he was 
spitting blood. At this point a telegram 
came from Gov. Ames, whom Col. Meek 
and others had been eer 6 for 
Green Henry’s life. It aaid: ‘“‘I can 
not interfere; show this to Mr. Meek 
and others.” 

By this time the knot had been retied, 
and Henry was assisted to rise. His 
feet, pinioned, he advanced as well ashe 
could to the centre of the platform. As 
the sheriff adjusted the noose, Henry 
said, ‘‘Don’t choke me,” The sheriff 
loosened the knot, and Henry asked, , 
“Got ittied right?” ‘Yes,” said the 
sheriff, and he asked a doctor if it was 
not right. The doctor directed the knot 
to be placed further tothe rearof the 
ear, which was done. 

The sheriff stepped back, the deputy 
touched the lever, and Green Henry 
swung into the air at 38 minutes past 12 
o'clock. 

A thrill or horror ran through the mul- 
tude, and a number of negro women 
fainted. 

The body after the drop was convulsed 
several times; the shoulders shrugged, 
the feet were drawn up. The neck was 
broken, the skin of his throat was cut, 
and 4 small stream of blood trickled down 
his breast.

The New York Herald does not call 
the late altempt in Washington, Burke 
and Jefferson, a conspiracy against the 
negroes and all that, as do the adminis- 
tration organs generally.

A ROGAL MISHAP. 


Qaeen Victoria’s Yacht Runs Down 
a Pleasure Party—Four 
Lives Lost. 


[London Special New York Herald. ] 


The royal yacht Alberta, with Qucen 
Victoria on board, came in collision at 6 
o’clock this evening (Aug. 18,) while 
crossing from Osborne to Gosport, with 
the yacht Mistletoe, belonging to Mr. E. 
5. Heywood. of Manchester, who with a 
party of friends, was on a pleasure 
cruise. 

The sailors on the Mistletoe were in 
the act of dipping the flag in honor of the 
queen when the cry was raised that the 
royal yacht was running down on the 
Mistletoe. Great excitement ensued and 
efforts to avoid a collision were made, 
but it was too late. The Mistletoe was 
struck on the starboard side, abreast of 
the mainmast. The Alberta rode com- 
pletely over her, losing her own bowsprit 
asd cutwater. | 

It would be impossible to describe the 
scenes on board both vessels. The queen 
witnessed the collision from the deck of 
the Alberta, and was deeply agitated, 
wringing her hands and in a state of 
dreadful suspense. Every effort is said 
to have been made to save the party on 
the Mistletoe, which was rapidly sinking. 
Several were rescued severely injured. 
The damage done to the Mistletoe was so 
serious that she sank in a few minutes, 
carrying down with her the mate anda 
lady named Miss Pec], who was subse- 
quently saved.

A SEARCH FOR EVIDENCE. 


H.w the Title toa Million Dollars’ 
Worth of Property in Toledo 
was Settled—Senator B. F. 
Wade an_ Interested

We narrowly escaped having a Myra 
Clark Gaines case in our city a short time 
ago, in which property valued at near! 
a million dollars was involved, and whic 
had for Smany important features in the 
case the troublesome questions of law ful 
marriage and legitimacy of children, that 
o— prove such intricate and costly 
problems to settle, when a lapee of time 
hasamade if difficult to directly establish 
the status of the relation of various par- 
ties. By singular good fortune, and the 
address and perseverence of two young 
lawyers of our city, the case was brougkt 
to a satisfactory termination. 

Among those who upheld our fl 
upon the oceanin the second war wi 
Great Britain was a certain captain of a 
privateer named George L. Ford. Suf- 
fice it to say that he wes captured by the 
enemy and suffered aterm of imprison- 
ment at Plymouth, England. He was re- 
leased from imprisonment at the conclu- 
sion of the War and returned to his home 
in Baltimore, where his wife was. It 
seems that he had a glimmering idea of 
the future prosperity of this section of 
the country, for he came out here and 
pre-empted land, and in 1821 he received 
@ patent for 155 acres, located in what is 
known as River Tract No. 6., and lies 
between Western avenue and South 
street. In due time the privateersman 
was gathered to his fathers, and the

to one Randall Wilcox for a small con- 
sideration.

A memorandum opposite the record 
stated that the parties had been directed 
to Rev. Joseph C. Bend aga proper per- 
son to solemenize marriages. 

A visit to the mercantile library was 
next made, and after delving in the old 
directories on its shelves, it was found 
that Rev. Joseph G. Bend was, in 1812, 
the rector of St. Paul’s parish church at 
the corner of Saratoga and Charles 
streets. Repairing thither, access was 
gained to the old registers of the parish, 
and succes No. 2 was gained when an 
entry was discovered to the effect that 
the ceremony of marriage between Geo. 
Ford and Lovey Buskert was performed 
by Rev. Joseph G. Bend, July 12, 1812. 
Procuring a certified copy of this fact 
from the parish clerk, the next step was 
to demonstrate that the daughter Eme- 
line was legitimately begotten. 

It was necessary to find some traces of 
Emeline. Another patient investigation 
of the l.stof marriage licenses reuealed 
the fact that in 1836 she was married to 
one Landrum H. Deets. Recourse was 
again had to the directors, and Mr. 
Deets was traced down through a num- 
ber of years, gnd found to be still livin 
in Baltimore.* A visit to his house di 
not find him at home, but a sister was 
theré who knew something of the family 
history, and she directed the party of in- 
quirers to where a sister of Lovely Ford 
resided, at some distance from Balti- 
more, in that infelicitous part of Mary- 
land known as the Eastern Shore. Thith- 
er the two lawyers repaired. Part of 
the way was made by rail, but for bal- 
ance the attorneys had to trust to their 
feet for conveyance. 

Arriving at the house they found a 
venerable female answering to the euph- 
onius appellation of Betsey Johnsun. 
Although eighty years old, she is still 
vigorous bodily, being engaged in chop- 
ping wood in front of the house when 
the lawyers came up. She proved to 
be the sister of Lovey Ruskert, was 
present at the timethe latter was mar- 
ried to Capt. Ford, and after her brother- 
in-law-returned from England she lived 
with him and his sisterfor a period of 
nine years, until she herself yielded to 
the amorous solicitations of a young 
Marylander, and became his blushirg 
bride. 

When the old lady found out that ber 
testimony was of importance, she felt 
that he: opportunity ha! come, and she 
should make a ten-strike for a reward. 
She consulted a pompous, ignorant old 
squire, the oracle of the neighborhood, 
and he, too, became inflated with the 
magnitude of the occasion, and advised 
herto denmnd a considerable sum of 
money us a reward for her testimony, 
and he attended ber at the next interview 
with the attorneys, to see that they did 
not overreach her. 

This complicated matters. Though 
the woman’s evidence was all-important 
to the settlement of the case, yet it 
would never do to pay her the sum she 
asked. The attorneys saw that the way 
to their object was through the squire. 
Ile was adroitly apprceached, flattered as 


of the law and his ability generally. 
Then his opinion was deferentially re- 
qwested on several points of thease, 
and it was not long until the old gentle- 
man w.s completely won over, and ad- 
vised his client to comply with the law- 
yers’ reque:t3 and make the affidavit. 

Her recollection of the events of her 
early life was excellent, and her testimo- 
ny in regard to the paternity and birth of 
Emiline Ford was full and camplete, 
covering allthe disputed points in the 
case. She was present at her sister’s 
marriage with Capt. Ford, and recol- 
lected the latter’s return frcm England, 
and remembers that Emiline Ford was 
born in Baltimore the year following—in 
1815. She corrobcrated her testimony 
by the production of an old Bible which 
contained the family register,and gavethe 
datesas stated. Thisis eminently §sat- 
isfactory as far asit went, but another 
little discrepancy insinuated itself, and 
threatened trouble. Emeline Ford was 
born in 1815, then she would not have 
attained the legal age of twenty—one—as 
required by the o.d laws—at the time 
when she made the conveyance of the 
property in 1835. This, teo, at last 
turned out happily, for an é¢xamination 
of the statutes of Maryland showed that 
the law fixingthe majority of women at 
eighteen years was passed about three 
months prior to the time when Emeline 
Ford had conveyed the land. 

Thus at the end of four weeks of labo- 
rious and at times exciting pursuit of 
the very slender clues with which they 
had started out, Messrs. Doyle and Mc- 
Donnell found themselves in possession 
of every fact which was important to 
their case. They returned home trium- 
phant,and immediately began a suit to 
quiet tithe and perpetuate testimony. 
Their opponent responded tethe suit, 
but when they saw the array of testimony 
opposed to theirclaims, they yielded 
without a struggle.

WHAT EX-JUSTICE 8, FP. TRIPPE THINKS. 


Yesterday afternoon a representative of 
theCon:TITUTION had the pleasure of a 
brief conversation with his honor, Judge 
Trippe, upon this important question, and 
bis views are given in substance below.

Kepor.er-—1, vould ask, Judge, if any plan 
had ever suggested itself to you whereby

A CHANGE IN THE LAW OF NEW TRIALS. 

Repoiter—What is your next plan ? 

Judge Trippe—it is this: Under tbe 
present law of new trials, ibis discretionary 
with the judge to grant a new trial or not, 
while efther party has a right of appeal to 
the supreme court. ‘Thus, 1f one party 
moves for a pew trial, and 
the judge refuses to grant it, 
the movant then, as a matter 
if rigut, can app2al to the supreme court. 
On the other hand, if the judge dees grant 
it, the opposite party can carry up this ac- 
tion ofthe judge for review. Our present 
law, therefore, presents the apparent anom- 
aly of allowing either party to appeal to the 
sup eme coult as a matter of right, while it 
makes the actionof the judge subject to 
toreview, Now,I1 have thought that if ths 
lsw wassomodilied as to allow the presid- 
ing judge to grant one new trial, in his dis- 
cretion, and not make his action subject to

‘Texas Iron Shipments. 

Notwithstanding the incredulity with 
which the first announcement of the ex 
port of iron hence to England was re- 
ceived there and here, the fact was 
proved and the first proof was immedi- 
ately followed by a large shipment of pig 
from Georgia, that is now succeeded by 
business in Texas. A consignment was 
seat two months ago from Honston; an 
assay showed such a superior quality of 
ore that an order has just been receiygd 
in Houston for the shipment of a cargo 
for experiment, and Houston, rejoicing 
in this, anticipates the speedy develop- 
ment of Texan mincs anda regular ex- 
port of pig to England, while Georgia, 
re-assured of the merits of her ores, 
plans in the same way. 
There is really no reason why these 
expectations sh@uld fail. England con- 
stantly imports from Australia, and 
Georgia and Texas are nearer. They 
can afford to furnish the: pig more con- 
veniently now at least than to work it, 
and it will serve well as ballast for cotton 
cargoes. The new efforts of England 
for commerce in that section are helped 
by such exchange that connects itself 
easily with other, and will materially aid 
Texas in the enormous works she is still 
charged with. But eventually this grow- 
ing dependence that makes England a 
workshop only, and charges her manufac- 
tures with transportation, handling, insur- 
ance and other charges unknown here, 
cannot fail to operate against heranarkét 
in many quarters, when these a sought 
by othercountries whose manufactures, 
of equal merit, are free from such coéts. 
Every step of this character is really a 
proof of English dependence, and an 
earnest that atsome dey this company 
will manufacture its own iron, not only 
for its demands but in such quantities 
and under such conditions that British 
exports to other American ports will be 
diminished.
